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been brought to the shipping point at Donahue at the request of the
representative of the department, said cattle having remained in the
stockyards two days before they could be shipped.

SEC. 2. The auditor of state is hereby authorized and directed to
issue his warrant to the said Donahue Shipping Association for said
sum of fifty-six dollars and twenty-seven cents ($566.27), and the treas-
urer of state is hereby authorized and directed to pay said warrant
out of any funds in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated;
said amount when received by the Donahue Shipping Association to
be distributed by it to the various persons sustaining damage as a
result of the carload of reactor cattle delivered to the station at
Donahue, Iowa, on the 2nd day of November, 1925.

SEC. 3. Receipt of said sum of fifty-six dollars and twenty-seven
cents ($56.27) by the Donahue Shipping Association shall be in full
settlement of any and all claims by said association and the members
thereof, for the persons having cattle in the shipment above described,

against the state of Iowa growing out of said delay and resulting
damage.

CHAPTER 216
MARGARET FISHER
H. F. 597

AN ACT to make an appropriation to Margaret Fisher,
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa.:
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SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the
state treasury not otherwise appropriated, to Margaret Fisher the
sum of one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00) to compensate her for
the humiliation and mental anguish which she suffered on account
of the fact that the Iowa state hospital for the insane at Mount
Pleasant, Iowa, placed the body of her husband, who had died while an
inmate there, in an outbuilding pending the arrival of the members
of the family and said body was badly mutilated by rats and was in
such mutilated condition when the family arrived to take it away.

SEC. 2. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to issue his
warrant payable to said Margaret Fisher, out of any funds in the state
treasury not otherwise appropriated, in the sum of one hundred fifty
dollars ($150.00), and the treasurer of state is hereby authorized and
directed to pay said warrant out of any funds in the state treasury
not otherwise appropriated.
